AMERY U, LUTCHISON—IMPOBLANT DECISION. 
TO MANINE OFFIOBRS. 

Judgment wus dehivered in this case, in 
which the plnintiff was represented by Mr 
U. L. Denuys and the defendant by Mr EB. 
©. Ellis (of Messra Wotton and Doncon’s 
offea). 

a. Lordship said—This is acase in which 
the plaintiff claims $600 being damages 
caused to the plaintith by the defendant 
having wilfully and wrongfully left the 
plaintiff behind in this Oolony without 
having discharged the plaintiff at the Mer. 
cantilo Marine Offico and without having 
given to tho plaintill a written cerlificate 
Of discharge, spbcifying the time and nature 
of the plaintiil’s service on his discharge 
from the Whampoa, signed vy the defen. 
dant, na provided by the Merchant Ship- 
ping Conaolitation Ovdiuance, 18991, The 
principal faet« of the care wre happily vot 
in dispute. The plaintiff first shipped va 
board the Whampoa in November, £811, 
as svoond oficar, and he sigued on for 
four months and frdbm lime to time 
until Just November when he wos dis- 
charged but immediutaly re-engayed fur 
four months, lo be discharged at Shanghni. 
When the vessel was going wp to Canion, 
abuut 21st December list, after soma cou- 
versation between the eaptain and plaintiti, 
the caplain agreed to discharge the ptuin- 
tifl when he got back to Hongkong if he 
could find another oflicer, . The ship arriv- 
vd here on tha morning of 24th Decomber, 
and in cumplisnce with the promise the 
captain had mude to the platntiil he told 
him he was guing to discharge him. The 
ceptaip wont on sbure to sve nbout this 
but found that it was» public holiday and 
that the Mercantile Marine Superinten- 
denva’ Office would be shut, “He came 
back and tuld the plaintiff of this, There 
is some conflict of evidonce ag to whether 
the captain kuow that the Office could be 
opened on payment of a fee of $10. Bat 
anyhow the o is no doubt that, after some 
further convorgation, the plaintiff agroud 
ta take his dischergs on receiving 4 
roference as to character from the captain, 
on receiving his pay. and on the cap ain’s 
promige that xs soon as he got tu Shaoghai 
he woul t write the plaintiff off the articles 
there and send hitn the disolarge to Hong. 
kong.  Accerdingly, he was paid his 
mney, he recoived his refere:ce as 
to character and ability, and he left 
tho ship, ‘Tha Captain proceeded to 
Shanghai. As soon as he arrived there he 
went to the proper ¢flice, wrote the plain~ 
tif off the articles and asked the olerk in 
charge t+ put the certificate in the articles 
and send them on board when ho scent the 
other papors, Befure leaving Hongkong 
the captain * hid reooived from tho plaintiff 
adirected envelope with plaiutitf’a Bong- 
keng address. He misiiid this and only 
found it whea he was on 4 voyage from 
Shanghai to » port in Japan. Then he 
dooked for the discharge and found that the 
el-1k had neglected tu'put itin aud so be 
wae not able to send the discharge ‘Tho 
plaintiff, believing that it would have been 
wrongful for him to bave attempted to get 
employment on board any cthor ship 
whil.t he was on tho articles of the Wham- 
pod—and so not vflicially discharged—did 
aot try to get employment se oilicer on 
bourd any othor’ ship. He esys Jn 
his evidence .he know it would be 
impossible to got employment. on board 
another ship without oa proper dis- 
charge. Ho has never applied to any 
office here for’ employment because he 
Jooked upon. it as a hopeless case, Upon 
these facts he seeks to obisin damuges from 
the defendant.

In tho 
Merchant Shipping Act ‘in England the 
production of this certifionte of discharge is 
not necessary. I have looked very care- 
fully through the Act and through the 
forms annexed to the Att, and:] cannot 
find that it is anywhers stated that this 
certificate af discharge’ muat be produced. 
It is true that sub-acotion 8 of section 16 of 
our Ordinance saya that ‘No seaman 
shall, except with the sanction of the Har- 
bour Master, be shipped to do duty on board 
a British ship olsewhore than at the Mer- 
enntile Marine Offica, and the Superinton- 
dent shall require such seaman to lodge with 
him his cortifioate of discharge from his 
last ship, and, failing production of 
auch certificate, auch avarien shall bo 
bound to give satisfactory explanation to 
the Harbour Mastor of the cause of the 
non-penduction thereof.’

be taken for the Jpreventivn thereof,’ (hen 
Sectiona 1, 2, 3, and 4 provido certain 
measures, and Soction 5 requires 
a seanian, bofora engaging, to lodge 
with ¢he. Harbour Master a  curti- 
ficaty of dischsrgo from the Inst ‘ship, 
and failing the production of such certifi 
cate such seaman shall be bouud to give 
satisfactory explanation to the Harbour 
Master of the cause of the non-production 
thorenf, So you sev that this provision 
which does aut uzist in the Home Act was 
originally inserted here meroly for the 
prevention of desertion, and in my mind 
thore is no doubt that ifthe plaintiff in this 
casv had obtained employment here the nou- 
production of certificate would have been 
na dar to his baing shipped by the Harbour 
Master, who would certainly have accep:ed 
his explanation, Now, a» caso has deen 
cited by the plnintiil’a sol ¢ bearing on 
the aubject. It has simply been contended 
that ib was the defendant’s duty to huve 
properly discharged the plaintiff and that 
tha whole onus of getting & proper dis- 
charge for the plaimtitf rested upon the de- 
foudant who bas not done his duty. The 
plaintiff himsel€ b3s not been able to cite ang 
¢ avin which a captain has refueed to on- 
gago any officer because of tho non-produc- 
tion of a certificate of discharge; aud the 
plaintiff ‘himself sdmits that on one occu 
sion when he wan discharged he did not ob- 
tain @ certificate of discharge. Yet he got 
employment at once. ‘True it waa on a 
veenel' belonging vo the same Company, 
but it shows that ‘the production of 
dischargo is not absolutely neceasary ; and 
the plaintiff himself, whatever he may aay 
now, dues not appeur to havo bovn very 
particular abcut it, becuuse he admits that 
last Nov.mber he did not obtain one. The 
captain has been guilty of some negligence 
in not forviurding this certificate from 
Shanghai as promiaed, Bat that is 
nut the basis of the ction, and 
evn if the plaintiff had founded hia 
retion upon this mog:igence of the captaia 
Ido not think’ he could have succeed- 
od, because his not obisining employment 
for which -he claims damages was not tbe 
natural and approximate consequence 
of not having adischarga, bat plaintiff's fault 
in oot secking employment ss he wea 
buund tody.

If the dofendant.hed beon guil- 
ty of fraud or serious misconduct, that 
would be reason for withholding costa in 
this mater ; but the only thing that can 
bo imputed is that he~did not send tho 
discharge, and he did not do ax because he 
did not get it from the clerk at Shanghai, 
Thave no doybt he would havo taken means 
tasend it if he bad thought plointiff was 
waiting for it and was making no attempt 
to yet employment, I see no reason why I 
should rofase him costs. Only one other 
remark. If the plaintiff, ‘after considering 
the reasons for my judgmont, shunld sill 
be of opinion. that he has good causa for 
action, I trust-he will use all tho remedies 
that tho law allows him.

The statements circulated today 
that foreign bankers, the most prominent 
in tho gold export movemont, had an- 
nounced that they wonld hereafter sell 
bills only to mercantile customers aud re- 
fuse fo. scoummodate demands from 
bankers, attracted much attention.

AWFUL EXPERIENCE AT BEA OF TIESTRAM- 

: SIP ' POURRANTAR,? 

_ Greonock, Scotland, Feb. 11.—Tho Allan 
line steamer Pomeraniai, from Glasgow, 
for New York, has returned hero alta 
terrible experienas. Whon. abort 1200 
miles out, daring’ a heavy storm, every- 
thing ~above-deoks= was =e ay a 
huge wave, which boarded the vessel when. 
nobody was prepared for it, Johan Cook and 
John Hamilton, the first and second offf- 
cera; Jumea Pritohard and Fred Weatbary, 
stewards; Peter MoLean and. William 
Urquart, seamen; Jomes. aud ‘Lillian Gib- 
son, Sane Onffrey and John, Stewart, first 
cabin, and Peter Forbés, aeachd oabin, were 
washed ayerboard: and drowned. - Cap- 
tain Dalziel was dashed against the bul- 
warks and severely hurt and died noxt day, 
The vessel then put about and started baok 
under command of the firat, officer, 

The Pomeronian encountered boisterous 
weather imeoediately after leaving. port. It 
‘| was thought that tha wiad would soon blow 
iteclt out, but instead of abating, the gale 
increased in severity until the day of tho 
disaster, The 4th of Febronry dawned 
with o frightful yale raging and o tremen- 
dously’ ligh seu” running. Tho hatches 
were battened duwn and covered with tar. 
paulins, ventilators turned leeward and 
every precaution dictated by good scaman- 
-ship bad been taken to prevent the water 


they did no damage, Suddesly a tremen. 
dous sea reared its crest. a short distance 
ahead of the ateamer as she pluoged down a 
waye, Before sho could rise the sea camo 
over her starboard bow and tona of green 
water shipped of, Almost at tho same 
time the falling wave astern came aboard, 
‘the result almost defies description, 

‘The deck salvon, chart houss, bridge and 
boats were sinashed to pieces and partly 
washed overboard, The deok-was covered 
with on almost inextricable mass of wreck: 
age, and the utmost confusion reigacd, At 
first the full extent of the disnater was not 
known. ‘The steamer began to pay off before 
the wind and seo, and it was at once acen 
that the quarter-roust bad been carried over- 
board, -‘Lwo sailors sprang to the wheal and 
coun put the steamer on hercourae, Then 
it was found that Captain Dalziel was miss. 
ing. He wae lust seén standing on the lee 
Jside of the steamer, aft Lhe saloon, in cons 
verention with o saloon pnssonger named 
John. Stewart. They wera both dashed 
against the deckhouse, and then carried 
with torrific force and jamwod beneath the 
steam,windhes, Captain Dalziel’s legs wero 
broken, and he sustained internal injuries, 
He was carefully removed to his roow, but 
he died next morning, Stowart’s legs were 
also broken and he sustained other injuries, 
sfrom the effets of which he died in a few 
hours, At tho time of the accident Second. 
Officer Juhn Cooke waa on the bridge with 
Juha Hamilton, the fourth officer, and both 
of them were carried overboard and drowned, 

In the salvon deckhuuse when tho sea 
broke over tho steamer were James Gibson 
and Lillian Gibson of Daiketit and Jane 
Cuffery of Londonderry, all oabin paiongere, 
They were carried over the side and not 
afterwards eeon. David Forbes of Dundee, 
a second cabin passenger, and James Prit- 
chard and Fred, Waterbury, were also lost 
in the same manner. When the sea board- 
jeu, every man about the deok who saw it 
coming yrabbed hold of stanchions or any- 
thing elso convenient, and it was due to this 
that tho lose of life was oot muoh larger, - 

Fur a timg the utmost consternation 
prevailed. ‘ 

Thia gave way to a feoling of sadnose

Jost. With Captain Dalzicl fatally iujured 
jand wnoonecivue in the cabin, the command 
af the steayner devalved upon the first officer,

| officers of the steamer to put about and raw 
turn to Greenovk. This was at onoo done, 
and withont any instruments with which to 
Itake observations, the average had to bo 
made entirely by dead reckoning and was 
necessarily slow, ‘Lhe first officer is highly 
commended for his skilful seamanship, in 
‘navigating the Pomeranian wnder saoh 
adverse circumstances,
